BAILEY DISTRICT. 


Way up inthe West Parish, beyond 
the Haggeti's Pond station, past old 
Wood Hill on h: right, a ‘road runs 
out tothe group of farms that cluster 
around the Builey scboolhouse,—cut- 
ting Bailey District through the centre. 

A loop to the right, ‘south of Wood 
Hill, circles around the slopes of the 
upland south and east, turning to meet 
a second loop that starty off balf way 
along to the schovlhouse. About 
where the Boutwell estates lie, the two 
roads come together and swing along 
the foot of the northern s!ope westward 
and up past the village to meet the old 
river road to Lowell on the Tewksbury 
line. Dracut lies just across the Merri. 
mac to the north, while. that ancient 
section of Billerica, now called Tewks- 
bury, hes along the western line. 

The ancient highway from the North 
Parish, leaving Marston’s Ferry at Sut- 
ton’s Mills, crosses South Lawrence 
(Merrimac Woods) at Andover street, 
passing along xs the Lowell Road into 
North District, bending with the river, 
across the brook by the North school- 
house, till we-reach the estute marked 
on the 1852 map as Timothy Bailey. 
(There were four Time, says our old 
friend, S. G. Bailey: River Tim, Black 
Tim, Tim Cue, from his hair, and Tim 
Butters). Rufus Bailey is marked here 
onthe 1852 map. After the road turns 
to the south-west you go down a lane 
tothe river where one of the other 
Tims lived, marked now Warren A. 
Bailey, with a “Laurel Grove’ at- 
tached. These two estates are held by 
descendants of *William Bailey, but the 
Laurel Grove is perhaps the oldest 
farm. Near the western ‘order of 
Abbott district with “the inevitable 
brook accompaniment, lay the Nathan 
Bailey place, late residence of Moses 
Bailey Abbott, his grandson. This 
was the homestead of *Caleb Johnson 
in 1729, when he sold out to a syndicate 
of what seems to be lumbermen. 
Probably the water power and fine pine 
and oak growth led both Bailey lines 
to invest early in Merrimac lands. 
Back up the cross road; near the Abbott 
schoolhouse, lay two more T. Bailey 
farms, now marked Moses A. and Tim- 
othy P. These are of the Bradford 
line of ‘Nathan at the farm of Moses B, 
Abbott down by the river. 

Passing over Fish Brook, about op- 
posite the old Harris Ferry to Dracut, 
we get, near the cross road corner, with 
more tumbling brooks, the farm of 
Samuel G. Bailey, with that of his son, 
Simuel Henry, added in 1832. These 
are of the ‘Joseph line from Rowley; 
and the estate has only recently passed 
from the line. Across the road, down 
a lane at the brookside, nearer the 
Ferry, was the home of ‘John Mooar 
Bailey, whose aged and childless widow 
lately passed away in Lawrence. Then 
the road crosses the line into the Bai- 
ley District proper, past the-old Hardy 
allied homes, to the Joseph Bailey on 
the river bank, where the Rowley and 
Bradford lines, unite with ‘Lucy (a 
sister of, ‘John Mooar Bailey) in a 

family of ten children, the youngest 
daughter, the wife of Charles A. New- 
ton on the 1882 map at the homestead.

grants. ‘Edward with wife Elizabeth 
only enters our records with the birth 
of a daughter in 1736, and most likely 
he settled in Tewksbury with his 
brother Joseph, maybe over.in Dracut. 
When the Bailey Association begin to 
publish the material slowly accumulat- 
ing, we shall get all these puzzling an- 
cestors sorted properly. The wife of 
‘Samuel Bailey was Marv Rolfe of 
Haverhill, married -in~ 1728, . They 
brought “Samuel, ‘Mary, with them 
and ‘Levi was born here in 1739. Mary 
Rolfe died first, and Samue!, when near 
70, asked Dorcas, ADbott, a maiden of 
40, daughter of Timothy Abbott and 
Mary Foster, to help him care for his 
orphaned grandchildren and well. she 
worked. I will keep her story till the 
beginnings are all taken up. 

Back at Salisbury in the wild days 
when folks went hungry, unless. Rich- 
ard Goodale, the mighty hunten, sup- 
plied them with game,—John Bailey 
lived, as you, might say in modern 
slang, a ‘‘grass widower,’ with his 
friend Thomas Rowell, One wife was 
too sick, one too timid to take the voy- 
age. The court prodded John and he 
did his best, but the children who came 
managed without a mother somehow. 
One William{Schooler came with him 
and a kinswoman, Mary Schooler from 
Portsmouth, visited John, perhaps to 
spin ad -do-up-other. annual chores, 
and John,”promising her safe escort 
back when she left home, sent her on 
her last lonesome jourrey with William, 
The Indians brought word after long 
months of her body found in the 
thicket, 3 miles from Portsmouth, and 
the chain of evidence hanged William 
later in Boston. I cannot blame 
Madam Bailey nor her daughters for 
hesitating. Finally John died, leaving 
the English part of the family heavy 
bribes in the way of legacies, .if they- 
came over-to.take them... In..Miss 
Bailey’s interesting account of our 
early schools, we catch the name of 
‘James Bailey in 1719 here with his 
wife Sara and a son ‘James baptized in 
the North Church in 1722, when they 
are dismissed ts Weymouth. - This line 
was ‘John of Salisbury, John and wife 
Elinor Emery, *James and Mary (Carr), 
‘James of Harvard, lke his father, 
born in Roxbury, and one of our first 
Andover teachers. ~~ 

‘James had -a~brother—*Isaac, who 
married Sara Emery. Son ‘David’s 
widow Experience, with sons ‘David 
and ‘Jonathan moved to Tewksbury, 
and *David, Junior, is the husband of 
‘Samuel Bailey’s granddaughter ‘Doro- 
thy (grandson-in-law he calls him), and 
has the charge of ,his wife’s orphaned 
‘brothers and sister, with the old grand. 
father after 1776. So you see all the 
Baileys gathered into our Bailey dis- 


trict before the time of the Revolution ; 


and along the river bank were of three 
lines of emigration. 

Another grandson of James of Row- 
ley, *Nathaniel, sent a son ‘Josiah here 
fora wife Elizabeth Stevens it 1728 
and they depart for Turkey Hilis 
(Lunenburg).

the worst period of industrial depres- 

sion for a decade at least, nor had the 

country recovered from the effects of 
that depression when President Mc- 

Kinley was elected to the Presidency. 

The Dingley law superseded the 
‘Wilson tariff and the country at once 
commenced to recover from the long 
spell of industrial depression which had 
hung like a pall over the industries. An- 
ticlpating. the passage of a protective 
tariff the importers had flooded the 
country with mapufactured goods and 
raw material. Consequently the advan- 
tages of the new tariff have been neu- 
tralized to a certain extent, and the 
general improvement has come slowly. 
It has nevertheless been very apparent 
all over the country especially in the 
iron and steel industries. . 

“TH the=cotton~and..woolen_ industries 

of New England the conditions have 
not improved as‘ quickly as was antic- 
ipated. They were found to be compli- 
cated with domestic competition and 
the cotton mills of the north have not 
as yet felt any great stimulus from the 
relief.afforded by the Dingley tariff. 
Congressman Knox has stated that not- 
withstanding this he would not favor 
the abandonment of a single law in 
force in this state for time and expe- 
rience has shown them to be beneficial 
to the workingman and woman. 

A change from.the present: tariff -pol- 
icy of the country, would surely bring 
no relief. from southern competition 
and the Democratic orators who de- 
nounce the Republicans for false prom- 
ises utterly fail to prescribe any reme- 
dy. The Republican party has been true 
‘to its pledges and kept its promises to 
the people. It assured the people as 
long as it remained in power, of sound 
currency and a protective tariff— hav- 
ing done those things natural causes 
must do the rest. Theré no political 
alchemy which will conyfer natural 
conditions in the twinkling of an eye, 
but it is not too late to see the realiza- 
tin of the fondest hopesof the most 
sanguine Republican, if the ghost of 
free silver be laid to rest on the 8th of 
next “November and the people will at- 
tend to that.

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FROM PORTO RICO. 
Corporal Deacon Writes Inioréatingly of 
His Experie cvs 


Corporal James Deacon of Co, H, 6th 
regiment, writes to his mother, Mrs. 
Greenwood, of this city from Utuado, 
Porto Rico, under date of Oct. 3 as fol- 
lows: 

As I write you this letter darkness 


has set in and I write by the aid of the |’ 


electric arc light in front of the quar- 
ters. The nights are very  comforta- 
able her but we are troubled with mos- 
quitoes. When I go to bed I simply 
take off my leggins and shoes and with 
my tent rolled up for a pillow and my 
rubber and woolen blankets under me, 
I manage to sleep until 5.45 a. m., when 
first call is sounded and at 6 p. m., fall 
inn in front of quarters for inspection 
of arms. You don’t know how I long to 
come home once more, but I would not 
come without the regiment unless I was 


sick, which condition I am far from be-}~ 


ing in. 
Yesterday was Sunday and at church 
service a minister from Concord, N, H., 


ment and good cheer from the old Bay 
State, Friday we had a flag raising in 
front of Mr. Ayer’s office, and our reg- 
iment band and the native band fur- 
nished music. As,I am writing the na- 
tive band is’ | ple! dance music in a 
house about yards away, and as I 
passed by a short time ago I saw the 
colonel and his wife being entertained 
there. Today the paymaster arrived 
from Arecibo with more hospital nur- 
ses of which I think this regiment is 
very much in need. Last night I went to 
bed about 9 and about 12.25 I awoke at 
the sound of a pistol shot. As.I ran 
to the door, I was just in time to hear 
another shot fired at a fleeing native 
by the native police, who are armed 
with. a rifle similar to a Winchester.. 
The fleeing man'ran into our quarters 
where he was captured by the police a 
few minutes later, I don’t. know just 
what he had done but I think the of- 
fense was raising a disturbance in a 
house. This morning the government 
began issuing fresh bread, one pound 
per day to a man and I tell you it tast- 
good; Tomorrow..1.am going to buy 
some molasses or honey and havé that 
for breakfast. The folks I have become 
acquainted with who run the pfinting: 
office, told me if I felt sick to go over 
there and they would nurse me. I have 
dined with them and they are very 
kind. You would laugh to hear me try- 
ing to talk Spanish with them. 

This country is full.of bugs and in-. 
sects of many kinds, There is also a cu- 
riosity here that is continually coming 
to my notice, and that is the absence of 
glass for windows, In place -of wooden 
sashes is a pair of wooden shutters 
made to close like doors. The roofs of 
some of the housesare- to 
an American. The roof consists of piec- 
es of clay pipe seemingly eut in halves 
and one half is turned convex side up- 
ward the,.other concave side up- 
ward, They are laid similar to theman-. 
ner of shingles end held in place by 
plaster or cement, 

‘The plaza is a very pretty sight with 
ail kinds of flowers in bloom including 
roses, During the day when’thé sun 
is hottest many of the streets are used 
by the merchants to dry coffee spread 
out on bags. Some of the folks here 
in town turn out finely dressed on Sun- 
day and in the latest fashion, but the 
majority of, the natives are poor and 
seem, to live. from hand to mouth, They 
go about in thé market~place-buying a 
cent’s worth of this or a cent’s worth 
of that,and_ if the boys try to sell them 
anything the answer is invariably “no 
money.” The town is well lit up with 
arc lights for which the town pays 
$200.4. year. Have no fear, I am O. K., 
but the regiment as a whole is in very, 
very poor shape. 


MR. KNOX’'S SPEECH

other game, Many an otherwive g003 
dinner is spo'led by lack 0% vare in #e- 
Iecting its essentials. but supp.se you 
have your game. ifow ae you ging to 
cook it? One of. the first thoughts that 
comes to the ordinary person is: “I will 
have a game stew.” 

Cardidly, the idea is one of the best 
you can adopt unless you are an ex- 
pert cook. A game stew is easily made, 
always palatable, and has this advan- 
tage: you can use almost any kind of 
game in its compoeivion, and two or 
three kinds of meat are preferable. Let 
us prep?re ore assuming that you have 
a pi ce of v nison, a coup’ cf squ reels 
and a partridge you wish to serve for 
your family ard guests. :

Then instead of putting in vege- 
tables remove the meat and put in bak- 
ing dish, thicken the broth slightly and 
pour over the game, put ona top crust 
ard bake in moderate oven 20 minutes. 

As a salad with game I hope you will 
try that old English favorite, water- 
cress. It has a piquancy that nothing 
else affords, and is in every way more 
pieasing than the much more common 
green stuff.. Water-cress may be eaten 
with salt alone. or may be given a 
dressing of ol} and vinegar. Nothirg that 
is eaten as a salad ts so healthful, and I 
efpecially commend it to your consid- 
eration, A trial will convince you I am 
right.

Culinary @jlucation of a higher order 
“than she is likely to gain in her ordinary 
walk of life is required to Induce herto™ 
give the respectable edible equal foot- 
ing with beans, parenips and onions, 
much less the tyrant potato, who holds 
his insolent Own upon pelace, and upon 
coitage, tables. . 

We are less inclined to intolerance 
with our housewife s ignorance because 
s next to nothing of what she 
despises, Rice, as a grayish paste, sticky 
and insipid,or watery and repulsive, does 
not cummend itself to eye or palate. 
The extreme probability is that our critic 
has iver been tortunate enough to see 
dish of ti®s most valuable of vegeta- 
bles properiy cooked and ‘served. Yet, 
as wita making tea and toast, and wash- 
ing dish.s, the 1.ght-way-is-so simple 
that the wayraring cook, though a fool, 
ought never to ere therein. That she 
does, in every ninety-nine and a-half- 
out of every hundred cases, is one of the 
enigmas o: t.:e American kitcnaen which 
I de:pair of so.ving in the course of one 
short life. 

I have already entired a protest 
against the pupuiar Judgment of what 
I have called , “our gentle cereal,” It

Add to a cupful of chicken or other 
gravy, a haf-cupful of fine y minced 
meat, season well and pour upon the rice 
when dished, 

RISSOTTA 

Is a favorite Italian luncheon-dish, 
and good everywhere. 

Heat two tablespoonfuls of butter ina 
sauce-pan with a teaspoonful of onion- 
juice, and when it begins to hiss, turn 
in half a cupful of raw rice which has 
been washed, then dried in a hot colan- 
der. Stir, off and on, for fifteen minutes, 
adding at the end of, five, a quarter- 
cupful of boiling water. When the quar- 
ter-hour is up, pour in a quart of boilirg 
water and cook fast for another quar- 
ter.\ If the water is not all absorbed by 
then, drain it off, pour in half a cupful 
of strained tomato sauce, seasoned with 
pepper, salt, a pinch of mace, and twice 
as much grated lemon-peel. Simmer ten 
minutes longer and di#h, Pass Parmesan 
cheese for those who like it.

edge men, women or children who 
are being relieved by charity on ac- 
count of the strike in the cotton 
mills. 

Talk about starvation wages— 
what do you mean by starvation 
wages in New England? The re- 
duction has only been 10 per cent. 
If a man or woman is making nine 
dollars a week in the mills of New 
England, and there is a reduction of 
10 per cent, that means a reduction 
of 90 cents, and that man or woman 
gets 90 cents per week less wages.
